Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 -2,5,20,32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Belliveau (6,474,837) 

3. With regards to the limitation "a vehicle light" has not been given any patentable 
weight since it has been held that a preamble is denied the effect of a limitation where 
the claim is drawn to a structure and the portion of the claim following the preamble is a 
self contained description of the structure non depending for completeness upon the 
introductory clause. Kropa v. Robie, 88 USPQ 478 (CCPA 1951) 

4. Belliveau discloses a stackable light device comprising a stackable housing, a 
reflector coupled to the stackable housing, the reflector having a light emitting surface; 
and at least one light emitting semiconductor device positioned within the stackable 
housing, the at least one light emitting semiconductor device arranged to emit light rays 
off the light emitting surface of the reflector (figs 6,8) at least one light emitting 
semiconductor device is a light emitting diode (LED), at least one thermal conductor

positioned in the stackable housing, a plurality of light modules stackable arranged in 
configurations the light modules having a housing, a reflector coupled to the housing, at 
least one light emitting semiconductor device positioned within the housing, the at least 
one light emitting semiconductor device arranged to emit light rays off the light emitting 
surface of the reflector. With regards to the method claim 32, the Belliveau reference 
discloses the structural limitations of the clam, thus the abovementioned rejection 
applies.

5. Claim 31 is allowed. 

6. Claims 3-4,6-1 9,21 -30,32-35 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
